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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 15-38 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 15-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sciacca (US Patent 6,760,761 B1). 

Regarding to claims 15, 21, 27. and 33, Sciacca discloses an apparatus 110 for 
automatically deploying a quality of seivice QoS policy (configuration data) to a plurality 
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of network devices 130 in a packet network 140-150 based on a QoS policy template 
(fig. 1-3 col. 3 lines 4-13), comprising means 260 (fig. 2) for receiving device information 
that defines authentication (col. 4 lines 52-56) and location information (col. 6 lines 34- 
39) for each of said plurality network devices; means (engineers/developers) for 
creating and storing one or more QoS policy templates in a database 320 (fig 3 col. 4 
lines 5-12), wherein each of the one or more QoS policy templates indicates one or 
more QoS policies that associate QoS tools (queue) with network device traffic flows 
(col. 6 lines 62-67 and col. 7 lines 1-27); and based on the device QoS information, 
means 340 (fig. 3) for determining one or more QoS policy for deployment to each of 
said plurality of network devices (col. 4 lines 21-27). 

Regarding to claims 16, 22, 28,and 34, Sciacca discloses for receiving interface 
information via executing an SNMP (col. 6 lines 28-33). 

Regarding to claims 17, 23, 29, and 35, Sciacca discloses creating and storing a 
filter for a QoS policy (col. 9 lines 28-31 ). 

Regarding to claims 18, 24, 30, and 36, Sciacca discloses defining an action for 
said QoS policy (col. 6 lines 62-67 and col. 7 lines 1-27). 

Regarding to claims 19, 25, 31, and 37, Sciacca discloses the one or more QoS 
policy templates are stored in a centralized, network-wide policy database or another 
storage device 216 (fig. 3 col. 3 lines 23-29). 

Regarding to claims 20, 26, 32, and 38, Sciacca discloses for generating a list of 
command line interface ("CLI") commands that correspond to properties for each 
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network device and sending said list of CLI commands to each network device to be 
implemented (col. 6 lines 50-55 and col. 7 lines 6-14).
